SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


The above officers were working as contracted, uniformed security officers for 
the Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 
6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On Friday, February 21, 2014, my partners (Officer Anderson #127 and Officer 
Trujillo #136) and | (Officer Ramirez #139) were assigned to the Bicycle Team 
as “Boy-Two”. At approximately 1523 hours, we were dispatched to 6363 Yucca 
Street, (Villa Pizza) regarding subjects causing a disturbance. 


Upon our arrival, we were met by the P/R (Cesar) who informed us that the 
subjects had left the location walking westbound on Yucca Street. Cesar further 
indicated that the subjects had tossed a beer against the glass window of the 
business and appeared to be arguing. Cesar pointed at two subjects that were 
seated on the bus bench located on the North/East corner of Ilvar/Yucca Street. 


We looked in their direction and observed the Male subject holding a tall 
aluminum can resembling that of a beer in his right hand. We decided to 
conduct a surveillance of the two subjects and had a clear and unobstructed 
view of them. While conducting our surveillance | observed the M/B/A (later 
identified as Lundy, Steven Lamar D.O.B. 02/08/63), bring the can to his lips, tilt 
his head back and take a long drink. From our location, it appeared that Lundy 
was arguing with the female subject (Mulitauaopele, May Leivi D.O.B. 
02/27/59). 


ARREST 


Based on our observations, we made contact with Lundy. As we approached 
them, Lundy appeared to be restraining Mulitauaopele by holding on to her 
arm. | made “eye” contact with Lundy and he immediately released his grip and 
tossed the aluminum can of “Steel Reserve” into a trashcan that was next to 
the bus bench. | retrieved the beer can from the trashcan and noted that it was 
Slightly crushed and approximately Y% full. Furthermore, the “Steel Reserve” 
can of beer was 24 ounces with 8.1 % alcohol per volume. 


ARREST: 


We advised Lundy that we were placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, as 
per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / see 
attached for) for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking in public). 


Upon his arrest, Lundy made the spontaneous unsolicited statement of “are you 
arresting me for drinking a beer, that’s bullshit man”. As he spoke | 
immediately smelled the moderate odor of an alcoholic beverage emitting from 
his breath and person. 


B.I.D. Officers Ishibashi and Jacquez (F-B-2) responded to our location for 
transportation. B.I.D. Officer Anderson escorted Lundy to vehicle #2, sat him in 
the rear passenger seat, and adjusted his seatbelt. 


ADDITIONAL: 


Lundy stated that he purchased the beer from the 7-11 store on Cahuenga. 
Lundy has one prior arrest for petty theft (A# 14-0119) by H.B.1.D. Officers 
Mulitauaopele indicated that she was not injured nor did she desired LAPD to be 
contacted. 


CITE and RELEASE: 


B.I.D. Officers Ishibashi and Jacquez (F-B-2) transported Lundy to the B.I.D. 
Office at the Hollywood and Highland Center. Lundy’s identification was 
confirmed by LAPD - Hollywood Patrol Officer Estes #39695). Lundy was issued 
a “Release From Custody citation (RFC# BO9076) for the listed violation and 
was ordered to appear at the Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, 
Los Angeles, 90007, on 04/15/2014, at 0830 Hours with the approval of the 
Watch Commander Sergeant Slater 


EVIDENCE: 
The “Steel Reserve” was disposed in the trashcan by me, Officer Ramirez #139.
